Shamir set to block 
vote on Shultz plan

And that decision 
must be reached before the prime 
minister leaves for Washington. 
“We can't fool ourselves with the

On his trip to Washington, which 
begins Monday, Shamir is expected 
to present his own peace plan to the 
administration. Informed sources 
said last night that the plan contains 
some “new elements,” including 
flexibility by Shamir on the timeta- 
ble for talks on the final status of the 
territories. 

The U.S. proposes that talks on 
the final status begin seven months 
after the talks on the interim settle- 
ment have started, regardless of the 
progress achieved in the talks on the 
interim settlement, and, in any case, 
before the interim arrangements 
have been implemented. 

Shamir has previously adhered to 
the Camp David formula, which 
states that the talks on the final sta- 
tus begin “‘as soon as possible, but 
not later than the third year™ after 
the autonomy has been implement- 
ed, a phrase hitherto interpreted by 
Shamir to mean that the talks would 
start no earlier than the third year.

Ariel settlers retaliate,

Justice Department's Nazi-hunting 
unit has identified 9,800 people as 
former concentration camp guards 
and said it will have them placed on 
the watch list of individuats to be 
barred from the U.S. 

The Office of Special Investiga- 
tions compiled the names with the 
assistance of a sophisticated new 
computer data base. Names of sus- 
pected criminals and Nazi persecu- 
tors are systematically checked 
against immigration records to de- 
termine if they are in the U.S. 
The names of individuals not 
found to be in this country are in- 
cluded in the watch list to prevent 
them from entering. 

The OSI has listed thousands of 
such people in the past few years. 
But the 9,800 now to be placed on 
the watch list of the U.S. Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service “for 
serving 85 concentration and death 
cany Saar is probably the greatest 
oumber” to be added at one time, 
said the office’s chief, Neal Sher.

LONDON - The quality British pa- 
pers have not been slow to criticize 
Israel over the last three months.

Medication 
improves 
mental skills 
of minimally 
brain-damaged

A medication that improves the 
memory and cognitive functioning 
of the learning-disabled has just 
been tried successfully on 57 chii- 
dren with minimal brain damage in a 
study conducted at Petsh Tikva's 
Beilinson Hospital. 


The medication, Piracetam, was 
donated for the study by Dr. Sa- 
fama, a Belgian Jewish psychiatrist 
of Egyptian origin. 


Piracetam. which has been in use 
in Europe for about 20 years. has 
been tried, with varying degrees of 
success, on aicholics, the retarded, 
the senile, children and others. It 
has no side effects and is similiar in 
its chemical composition to one of 
the neurotransmitters in the brain. 


During the first eight weeks of the 
Beitinson study, some of the chil- 
dren were given Piracetam while 
others got a placebo. At the end of 
the eight weeks, both groups got 
Piracetam for a total of 24 weeks, 
and improvements were found in 
memory, visual scanni spatial 
perception and other οορπὶ tive func- 
tions that are important in rains 
and learning. 

The press conference at which theg| 
results were announced was Salleg 
by Nitzan, Israel's association for 
learniug-disabled children, which 
will hold its fund-raising day next 
Tuesday. 

The number of learning-disabled 
children in Israel is estimated at be- 
tween 10 and 15 per cent of the 
population. Three thousand families 
are directly helped by Nitzan. In 
addition to diagnostic and treatment 
services, Nitzan provides counsel- 
ling to the parents and children, rec- 
reational activities and other types 
of assistance.

Zein Aj-Abdeen Ben Ali, faces 
mounting pressure to fulfil the 
pledges of democratic change he 
made when he took power from the 
veteran former leader, Habib Bour- 
guiba last November. Although the 
president's personal integrity is not 
doubted, his ability to overcome re- 
sistance to reform within the ruling 
pasty and the government bureau- 
cracy is no longer taken for granted. 

The concern is most apparent 
among opposition groups who 
warmly welcomed Ben Ali’s prom- 
ise of 2 multi-party political system, 
a free press and constitutional re- 
form to contain the powers of the 
new presidency. But opposition 
leaders reacted coolly to ἃ new press 
code drawn up by the government, 
and παϊρευρά σα out of hand draft legis- 
lation governing the activities of po- 
litical parties. 

According to Najib Chebbi, lead- 
er of the left-wing Progressive So- 
cialist Assembly, the proposed law 
on the parties was conceived “in 2 
very repressive spirit.” In particu- 
lar, Chebbi criticized the creased 
powers that the law would give to 
the Interior Ministry, allowing it to 
suspend the activities of any party 
considered to threaten public order. 

There is disappointment, tor. 
over Ben Ali's failure to resolve 
some of the most controversial as- 
pects of the Bourguiba legacy. For 
example, the trade union move- 
ment, the UGTT, has remained vir- 
tually paralyzed since its present 
leadership took office in 1986. But 
calls for new union elections have 
been ignored. 

The president also appears unde- 
cided about the possibility of early 
elections for the national Chamber 
of Deputies. All 125 seats have been 
held by the ruling Socialist Destour- 
ian Party (PSD) since elections in 
November 1986 which were boy- 
cotted by the opposition. 

By-elections in January for five 
vacant seats were masred by wide- 
spread irregularities, apparently the 
work of PSD zealots in defiance of 
presidential orders that democracy 
should take its course. The election

The relative leniency shown to the 
growing Islamic trend is in sharp 
contrast to the ferocious repression 
launched against the fundamental- 
ists by Bourguiba. However, Ben 
Ali has made it clear that his policy 
is to divide the moderates from 
more extreme elements, who he 
says will not be permitted to go “too 


ta his approach has done much to 
ease the political tension in the 
country. However, it is clear that 
having raised expectations of 
change, Ben Ali cannot afford to 
wait too long before acting. Unrest 
has begun to surface again on uni- 
versity campuses, and there is evi- 
dence of discontent among factory 
workers, too. 

Economic worries are, in fact, the 
government's main concern for the 
time being. The economy per- 
formed relatively well last year, due 
to the reform package being imple- 
mented under IMF auspices. But at 
home, the results have been less for- 
tunate, with rapidly rising prices and 
worsening unemployment. 

The government hopes the situa- 
tion will ease provided investment 
capital can be attracted from over- 
seas and from wealthy Tunisians. 
The evidence is, however, that de- 
spite the improved political climate, 
investors are keeping their distance.

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Taking a spin with hydrogen 


BMW CARS of the 2151 century 
may well be driven by an unconven- 
tional energy source ~ hydrogen 
produced through solar power. 

Potential buyers of the prestige 
cars made by Munich's Bayerische 
Motoren Werke will be able to test- 
drive a hydrogen-engined vehicle by 
the late 1990s. 

“Hydrogen is our future,” says 
Guenther Klusmayer, head of 
BMW's Technical Communications 
Department. “We have all the po- 
tential for success and by the turn of 
the century we hope to have reached 
our target.” 

Hydrogen could be an alternative 
energy source when oil, natural gas 
and coal supplies run out or fall out 
of favour because of environmental 
pollution, he said. 

Indeed the chief attraction of hy- 
drogen-power is as a clean method 
of generating electricity. 

Last month BMW, which has 
been researching the potential of hy- 
drogen since the early 1980s. joined 
an ambitious hydrogen production 
project led by Bavaria’s main elec- 
tricity supplier, Bayernweck. 

Scientists working on the project 
use' electricity from ‘solar energy to 
decompose water into hydrogen and 
oxygen gas by electrolysis and then 
store the hydrogen in tanks for their 
experiments. 

“Hydrogen is clean, its supplies 
are unlimited and it's storable," says 
Jochen Holzer, deputy chairman of 
Bayernwerk.

The burning of hydrogen 
produces steam and small amounts 
of nitrogen oxide as waste and is 
much kinder to the environment 
than oil, gas or coal, Holzer said. 

Bayernwerk is the leading partmer 
in the bydrogen project with a 60 
per cent share, while BMW, elec- 
tronics giant Siemens, aerospace 
group Messerschmitt BB and motor 
and turbine manufacturer Linde 
each have 10 per cent. 


BUT DESPITE the optimism of the 
project's participants, research on 
hydrogen is at an early stage and 
many problems remain to be solved. 
Hydrogen-powered BMWs based 
on the design of the “seven series" 
with interna! combustion engines 
still have to refuel every 50 km. but 
Klusmayer said he hoped their 
range would be increased in the fu- 


ture. 
“We'll need a network of filling 
stgtions, plants for hydrogen pro- 
jon in areas with enough sun- 
shine and transportation system.”

The 50 million mark ($30 million) 
Bayernwetk project is researching 
the mechanics of hydrogen produc- 
tion, rather than its application. 

Holzer said electricity from hy- 
drogen currently costs some 30 
times more than conventional efec- 
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tricity. 

“We hope we will gradually make 
hydrogen production economical by 
cutting the costs of the equipment 
needed to gather solar energy by 
more than half, and eventually cut- 
ting general costs by 80 or 90 per 
cent,” Holzer said 

He said an experimental hydro- 
gen production plant would be set 
up early next year in Neunburg 
Vorm Wald in the Bavarian Ober- 
pfalz region, one ‘of West Germa- 
ny’s sunuiest areas. 

The plant will be fully operational 
in 1990 and capable of producing 
500 kw of electricity in an initial 
xeeneae phase fasting until

“I fear that many firms will simply 
not be able to pay a five per cent 
cost-of-living increment,” he added. 
, Tieberg said that if the Treasury 
insists on keeping the exchange rate 
frozen, the balance-of-payments 
would suffer, and unemployment 
would result. “Is that what the gov- 
ernment prefers to a devaluation 
during an election year?” he asked, 

Not only was the government's 
exchange rate policy hurting export- 
ers to the dollar bloc, according to 


Tieberg, but exporters to Europe 
were now beginning to feel the ef- 
fects. He said industrialists had com- 
plained that the Europeans were 
now insisting on paying less for new 
orders, because of the strengthen- 
ing of their currencies. Exporting to 
their markets, therefore," was no 
fonger as profitable. 

The Manufacturers Association 
would take great pains he said, to 
ensure that no new cost-of-living 
agreement was signed after the pre- 
sent one expires at the end of the 
month.

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Lessons from Aroer 


THE brutal murder of three innocent Israeli civilians at Aroer, 
in the Negev, Monday morning has, if nothing else, again 
highlighted the complete unfitness of the terror organization 
to be a partner to anything deserving the name of peace. 

While Premier Yitzhak Shamir’s 
the organization be “‘liquidated”’ smacks of over-optimisin, his 
basic attitude towards the PLO as being outside the pale will 
be disputed by very few Israelis. 

To his credit, Mr. Shamir, unlike some of his party col- 
leagues, resisted any temptation to use the terrorist outrage for 
a wholesale condemnation of the Palestinians, let alone'of the 
Arabs, 85 Israel's mortal and incorrigible enemies. That theme 
was left for a group of Likud women to employ in letters to the 

* wives of U.S. senators, protesting the joint senatorial state- 
ment in support of the Shultz Plan. Nor, again to his credit, did 
Mr. Shamir try to argue that the PLO’s terrorist threat had to 
be removed before any meaningful advance could be made in 
the Israel-Arab peace process. 

On the contrary. Speaking to reporters while on a visit to the 
Beduin town of Rahat, in the Negev, the premier made the 
point yesterday that the events at nearby Aroer the day before 

“energize” the quest for peace. 

Similarly Mr. Shamir, again unlike some of his party col- 
leagues, refused to pronounce hasty judgment on Egypt as a 
guilty accomplice of the terrorists -- who, according to early 
reports, and in a manner already tried by terrorists once 
before, had infiltrated into Israel from the Egyptian Sinai. It 
had not been established yet that this last gang had in fact 
igypt, the premier observed, and discussions on 
the matter would be held between the two goveroments. 
That, surely, is the right approach to adopt if the purpose is 
to cultivate, not to destroy, the still delicate fabric of Israel- 
Egyptian peace. The contrary approach can only result in the 
blocking of any hope for a wider Israel-Arab reconciliation. 
treaty between two former foes has 
admittedly not become a formula for warm friendship. Cairo’s 
recent rapprochement with the “politi 
not to Israel's liking. But no evidence has been produced to 
confirm suspicions that Egypt is now willingly host to anti- 


Cairo’s flat denial that the Aroer terrorists came from Egypt 
is for the moment lacking in factual support. But it is a fact that 
the Egyptian authorities have lately cracked down hard on 
their own violent rejectionists, and that they have taken 
stringent measures to prevent illegal crossings from their terri- 
tory into Israel at any point on the two countries’ very long 


How difficult that task is, may be testified to by Israelis 
charged with the duty of barring terrorist incursions across the 
country’s far shorter border in the north. Precisely because of 
this, attention must now be focused on reinforcing the means 
of patrol along the Egyptian border. 


. Putting it off 


ON ONE POINT, the premier is apparently adamant. He will 
not allow a decision on the Shultz Plan at today's meeting of 
the inner cabinet, even a decision nor to have it endorsed. 

Legally, the leader of the Likud is within his powers. The 
Alignment may force him to put a subject it views as of vital 
interest on the inner cabinet’s agenda.

‘Whatever its motives, Mr. Levy's critique of Mr. Shamir’s 
tactics is perfectly sound. If there ever was a time when a case 
could be made for footdragging as a legitimate instrument of 
Israel's policy, that time is not now. Mr. Shamir’s dilatory 
tactics, however well practised, are now more likely to earn 
him hostility than understanding in Washington. They could, 
as Mr. Levy suggests, lead Israel straight into a confrontation 
its great friend and indispensable benefactor. 

The weakness of Mr. Levy's critique lies in his strange 
assumption that Israel's, or rather the Likud’s, dilemma could 
be avoided by giving George Shultz, and Ronald Reagan, a 
negative answer right away, and then promptly deciding on 
early Knesset elections.

‘THE BEATING Israel has taken in 
the media in seeking to restore or- 
der in the West Bank and Gaza has 
obscured some essential facts about 
the current troubles.
